4. Claims 1 -3, 5-7 are allowable over the prior art of record. - 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record are the U.S. 6,277,205 to Nagamura et al. and the U.S. 6,039,815 to 
Yeol et al. Regarding the reference to Nagamura, applicants have corrected an 
inventorship and showed that the Instant invention is not the Invention "by another" and 
therefore the anticipatory rejection under U.S.C. 102 (e) over U.S. 6,277,205 is 
withdrawn. Regarding the reference to Yeol, the instant claim 1 was amended to 
positively recite the step of forming a phase shift photomask with MoSiON film, which is 
not anticipated or suggested fairly by Yeol. Upon further search no other prior art that 
anticipates or suggests fairly the instant claims has been located as of the date of this 
office action. Therefore, claims 1-3, 5-7 are allowed over the prior art of record.
